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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the instant 
claims are allowable over the prior art of record, because the prior art is silent to an a 
glass-to-metal seal wherein the first coefficient of thermal expansion of glass ranges 
from about 6.3 x lOVC to about 6.5 x lOYC, the second coefficient of thermal 
expansion of the terminal ranges from about 9.5 x 10YC to about 1 1.7 x 10%, and 
the third coefficient of thermal expansion of the casing ranging from about 9.5 x 10" 6 /°C 
to 19 x 10YC. 

The prior art, such as Baas U.S. Patent 3,225, 132 # teaches a glass-to-metal seal 
comprising an insulating glass with a first coefficient of thermal expansion of 90x1 0' 7 ,a 
terminal lead with a coefficient of thermal expansion of 95 x 10 ~ 7 , and a support ring 
with a third coefficient of thermal expansion of 120 x 10" 7 . The reference is silent to the 
glass having a lower coefficient of thermal expansion than the support and terminal, 
wherein the glass has a coefficient of thermal expansion of 6.3 x lO'V^C to about 6.5 x 
10" 6 /°C. Therefore, the subject invention is patent ably distinct from Bass.
